Audit 
presented 
to Boyne 
City 
schools

The Boyne City Public 
School District ended its fis- 
cal year on June 30 with a 
positive fund balance of 
$3,621,665. 

That amount will be car- 
ried into the 2007-2008 fis- 
cal year. Historically, the 
fund balance gradually in- 
creased from the 2002-2003 
fiscal year, but decreased in 
2006-2007. The current bal- 
ance of $3,621,665 repre- 
sents 32 percent of operat- 
ing expenditures. 

Scott Hunter from the au- 
diting firm of Baird, Cotter 
and Bishop, P.C. performed 
this year’s audit of the 
school district’s finances. 
He commended the schools 
for its financial manage- 
ment at the Oct. 8 board of 
education meeting. 

A fund balance of $3.6 
million allows the district to 
have adequate cash flow 
during the months when 
property tax revenues are 
minimal, as well as for the 
month of September when 
no state aid is received. 

State aid payments for the 
school’s current fiscal year 
began in October and are 
paid over 11 months 
through Aug. 30. 

Boyne City Public 
Schools levies debt mills to 
repay the construction 
bonds for the school build- 
ings. The amount of mills 
decreases through time and

Restitution pending 
in embezzlement case

CHARLEVOIX — The 
damages are being totaled up 
and a long list of victims with 
claims of restitution is being 
compiled in an embezzlement 
case that put a title company 
out of business. 

Charlevoix County Circuit 
Court Judge Richard M. 
Pajtas has given claimants 
until Dec. 14 to inform the 
court of their damage claims. 
A court hearing is set for 10 
a.m., Dec. 21, when the judge 
will hear from the victims as 
to their claims. 

Restitution is for the vic- 
tims who lost money and jobs 
when Karla Sue Lockman 
embezzled tens of thousands 
of dollars from her former 


employer. : 

Attorney Fred Gibson who 
represented Lockman in her 
embezzlement trial continues 
his representation through the 
restitution matter. He said 
Lockman is seeking a writ to 
attend the Dec. 21 hearing. 
She has been incarcerated in 
a state correctional facility for 
about a year. 

Lockman, who lived in 
Boyne City, was convicted on 
Aug. 22, 2006, and sentenced 
on Sept. 22, 2006. Judge 
Pajtas exceeded the sentenc- 
ing guidelines when he or- 
dered her to serve not less 
than five years and not more 
than 10 years in prison. The 
maximum under the guide- 
lines would have resulted in 
one year in the county jail. 


The judge noted at sentenc- _ 


ing that Lockman had young 
children, no previous crimi- 
nal history, and that there was 
evidence of mental illness. 
But, he said that Lockman’s 
calculated conduct was of 
“epic proportions,” that had 
created losses for many 
people and their families in a 
“wide path of destruction.” 
Lockman was a closing 
agent for Northern Preferred 
Title Company when she 
embezzled the money during 
the early months of 2005. 
Most of the 16 incidents of 
theft occurred by Lockman’s 
transfer of funds from the 
company’s escrow accounts 
into her personal account. 


She used the embezzled . 


funds to purchase a $250,000 
house, automobiles, horses, 
furniture and other items. She 


told her husband that she had 
inherited a sum of money 
from a relative, according to 
court testimony. 

The title company was in- 
formed of the embezzlement 
when a local bank notified the 
company of escrow funds 
deposited into Lockman’s 
personal account. 

Judge Pajtas said at the 
sentencing hearing that the 
court would liquidate re- 
maining assets for restitution 
to parties who suffered finan- 
cial loss. ; 

Atleast 15 people lost their 
jobs at Northern Preferred 
Title Company when the em- 
bezzlement brought the busi- 
ness to a halt. 

Lockman is appealing her 
case to the Michigan Court of 
Appeals.

It was very ill-con- 
sidered and should have 
been planned more care- 
fully,” Hardy said. “This 
will really affect businesses 
downtown and it needs to be 
well thought out.” 

Hardy added that the de- 
cision by all but one of the 
commissioners did not 
complement the city’s 
“Home Town Feel, Small 
Town Appeal” motto. 


The downtown boundaries 


drawn for the parking amend- 
ment gave rise to the opposi- 
tion and the petition drive, be- 
cause the proposed One Wa- 
ter Street development is in- 
cluded in the boundary zone.

Flu vaccination 


recommended for children 


Public health officials are urging parents to sched- 
ule flu shots for their children. Infants and children 
six months to five years old should be vaccinated, 
along with children’s household contacts and 
caregivers. This is especially important for parents, 
grandparents, siblings, daycare providers, and 
babysitters, according to Joshua Meyerson, MD, 
Medical Director for the Health Department of North- 
west Michigan. 

“Tt is vital for parents and caregivers to realize that 
children experience the highest rates of influenza,” 
said Meyerson. “About one in three children contract 
the virus every year. Infants and children can develop 
severe complications, such as pneumonia, seizures, 
and ear or sinus infections. Last year, 68 children in 
the U.S. died of flu and related complications.” 


According to the Centers for Disease Control & . 


Prevention (CDC), 220 million people, or 73 percent, 
of the U.S. population are recommended for an an- 
nual flu vaccine, though fewer than 100 million actu- 
ally get vaccinated. 

In general, anyone who wants to reduce their 
chances of getting the flu can get vaccinated. How- 
ever, certain people should get vaccinated each year. 
They are either people who are at high risk of having 
serious flu complications or people who live with or 
care for those at high risk for serious complications. 
In addition to children, people who should get vacci- 
nated each year are: 

* At high risk for complications from the flu, in- 
cluding pregnant women, people 50 years of age and 
older, people of any age with certain chronic medical 
conditions, and people who live in nursing homes and 
other long term care facilities. 

¢ Living with or caring for those at high risk for 


complications from flu, including household contacts 
of persons at high risk for complications from the flu, 
household contacts and out-of-home caregivers of 
children less than six months of age (these children 
are too young to be vaccinated), and healthcare work- 
ers. 

Every year in the U.S., an average of 5 percent to 
20 percent of the population gets the flu. More than 
200,000 people are hospitalized from flu complica- 
tions and about 36, 000 people die from flu, according 
to the CDC. 

“The single best way to prevent the flu is to get 
vaccinated each year,” Meyerson said. “There is plenty 
of vaccine available this flu season. With no vaccine 
shortages this year, everyone who wants a flu shot 
should be able to get one.” 

The Health Department has many flu clinics sched-

Stupak co-sponsors 
legislation to make 


‘Do-Not-Call’ list permanent 


WASHINGTON — 
Congressman Bart 
Stupak (D-Menominee) 
has co-sponsored legis- 
lation to make perma- 
nent the popular “Do- 
Not-Call Registry,” 
which prevents 
telemarketers from call- 
ing consumers’ homes. 

“The ‘Do-Not-Call’ 
list is an important pro- 
tection to ensure con- 
sumers are not harassed 
in their homes by 
telemarketers,” Stupak 
said. “It is important that 
we make the ‘Do-Not- 
Call’ list permanent, so 
the burden is not placed 
on consumers to re-reg- 
ister if they do not want 
to receive telemarketing 
calls.” 

Congress authorized 
the federal Do-Not-Call 
Registry in 2003. The 
system is one of the 


most popular govern- . L 


ment programs ever cre- 
ated. Since the registry’s 


million home and mo- 
bile telephone numbers 
to the list. However, in 
implementing the pro- 
gram, the Federal Com- 
munications Commis- 
sion and Federal Trade 
Commission required 
that consumers re-regis- 


ter five years after the . 


program’s creation. 
“Unless the program 
is updated, beginning in 
June of 2008, millions 
of consumers will begin 
receiving telemarketing 
calls again,” Stupak 
said. “Many consumers 
may not realize that 
their listing has expired 


and that they need to re- 
submit their information 
to the registry if they 
want to keep blocking 
telemarketers’ phone 
calls.” 

The legislation 
Stupak co-sponsored, 
the Do-Not-Call Im- 
provement Act of 2007, 
or H.R. 3541, would 
eliminate the expiration 
provisions of the federal 
Do Not Call Registry. If 
the bill is enacted, indi- 
viduals would not have 
to worry about re-regis- 
tering for the Do Not 
Call list every five 
years. The Do-Not-Call 


Improvement Act of 
2007 would not change 
the existing law allow- 
ing individuals to take 
their names off the Do 
Not Call list if they 
wished to do so. 

Stupak serves on the 
U.S. House Energy and 
Commerce Committee, 
which has jurisdiction 
over the Federal Trade 
Commission.

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Politicians and lying 


The makings of a successful politician: Lots 


_of money, early campaign kickoff and lying 


Did you hear the one about a high court giving politicians the OK to 


_ lie about their opponents? 


The New York Times reported on Oct. 7 that the Supreme Court for 
the state of Washington ruled that a Jaw prohibiting politicians from 
telling lies about their opponents would be a violation of the First 
Amendment’s free speech. 

Justice James M. Johnson wrote for the majority in the 5-to-4 vote 


-that: “The notion that the government, rather than the people, may be the 


final arbiter of truth in political debate is fundamentally at odds with the 
First Amendment.” 

Michigan does not have a law on the subject of politicians lying, said 
state Rep. Kevin Elsenheimer. He pointed out that voters need to do their 
research so they know if a politician is lying about another politician. 

We agree that voters have a responsibility to educate themselves about 
the issues facing us and about the politicians. But perhaps our judges, 
justices and legislators, surrounded as they are by hallowed halls and 


cushy limos, have lost touch with reality. 


The reality is that professional spin is bought at high prices by 
politicians to convince the public of their particular “truth.” Ninety- 
minute debates seem to be 88 minutes of attacking opponents and two 
minutes of stating what they will do if elected and how. 

Voters are blasted with advertisements, brochures, media stories, 
blogs, telephone calls, e-mails, speeches and more. It is a challenge to 
find the time needed to become knowledgeable enough to make an 
educated choice. 

Now it’s a free-for-all to lie? Campaign reform is needed in more 
ways than financing. We’re in dire need of ethics in politics. Once 
frowned upon, lying is now being sanctioned. How does this impact our 
children? Doesn’t it say: “Honey, you can be whatever you want to be 
and you can lie your way to the top.” : 

Citizens in the United States have a constitutional right to free speech. 
But, who wants a politician to represent them if they lied to get into 
office? 

Who wants a society where lying is accepted and expected? Maybe 
there shouldn’t be laws saying someone cannot lie, but some people 
need the threat of fines or disbarment to convince them that lying is 
wrong. 

Politicians have tremendous influence over our lives. They make the 
laws that govern our affairs. Shouldn’t they be expected to hold to high 
standards of ethics, instead of encouraged to lie?

in our community about men’s perceptions of do- 
mestic violence. The group conversations were 
part of the recent Women’s Resource Center’s “A 
Call to The Men In Our Community” effort. The 
purpose of the focus groups was to hear well- 
meaning men’s current perceptions of discrimi- 
nation and violence against women by men. It was 
powerful to sit in a room full of men and discuss 
such an important and emotional topic. What I 
heard changed me. After my conversations with 
the men in our community, I am confident that 
my fellow well-meaning men do not condone vio- 
lence and discrimination against women. 

But, I do believe that as men in this culture we 
have been buffered by the entitlement of our gender 
from the true extent of the damage of physical and 


mental violence that occurs daily at the hands and — 


mouths of our fellow men - and so have not been 
forced to become part of the solution. For more than 
30 years, women have been leading the effort to stop 
the violence against women and children perpetrated 


‘mostly by our fellow men. It is time for the well- 


meaning men in our community to take the time to 
honestly reflect upon our attitudes about such vio- 


lence and then take action along side women to stop 
such discrimination and violence in our community. 

To this end, I urge all the men in our community 
to consider joining the effort to stop the violence 
by attending one of the Women’s Resource Center’s 
“A Call to Our Community” sessions. The sessions 
are Thursday, October 25, at the North Central 
Michigan College Library. Session One is 1-4 p.m. 
and Session Two is 7-9 p.m. Everyone is welcome
